He was 72 years old, had ‘ew friends an 
so far as known was without a living 
relative. Before ending his life he wrote 
numerous pathetic farewell notes. to 
those who had been kind to him, and 
made a will disposing of his little sav- 
ings.

A week ago he became ill, or rather he 
became worse, for he had been troubled 
with a complication of diseases and old 
age for some time, and quit work.

It was exactly one minute from the 
time Hoch entered the death chamber 
until the drop fell. 

Three times respited, Hoch insisted to 
the last that he be granted all the 
delay that the law conceded him. U'n- 
der the wording of his sentence the 
criminal was to hang between the hours 
of 10 and 2 p. m. When the last re- 
source of his attorneys—an appeal to 
the Federal Court, claiming a violation 
of fourteenth amendment to the 
Constitution, which forbids that a man 
shall be deprived of his life without due 
process of law—had been denied, Hoch 
abandoned all hope of saving his life, 
but Still insisted that he be allowed to 
live as long as possible. 

Threatens to Fight. 

Wihen Jailer Whitman, who has long 
been a friend of Hoch, appeared in his 
cell and remarked: “It’s all off, Jo- 
hann; nothing more can be done for 
you.’ Hoch replied: : 

“That's all right. It’s all right. But 
[. want to have all that is coming to 
me in point of time. I'll go when 1:30 
comes, but if you try to take me before 
that time I'll fight.” 

“It wouldn’t do you any 
fight,.”’ replied Jailer Whitman. 

‘I know that,’ replied Hoch, 
want all that is coming to me.

The Jailer, after a consultation with 
Deputy Sheriff Peters, agreed to the 
delay. Hoch then asked that his din- 
be sent for. His wish was granted 
and ‘he ate with an evident relish. and 
apparently without thought that he 
would never enjoy another meal.

Death Under Train as 
a Result.

Aero Club’s First Ascension 
Under Auspices of Tux- 
edo Society.

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—The first bal- 
loon of the Aero Club of America to 
ascend under the social recognition of 
Tuxedo’s fashionable set narrowly es- 


caped being run down by a train of 
the Erie Railway 15 minutes after it 
left the earth at Hillburn, N. Y. 

For three hours and a half Pierre 
Lorilliard Jr., Norman Whitehouse, Mrs. 
Magrane Coxe, Miss Eleanor Mortimer 
and others who came down from the 
park stood in the mire of the Ramapo 
Valley waiting for the balloon to go 
up. At last the laggard stream of gas 
filled the bag, and ’mid the ‘‘Ahs!”’ of 
the smart folk the big yellow sphere 
fluttered toward the sky. In the bas- 
ket—not much larger than one a house- 
wife carries to market—was Charles Le- 
vee, selling agent for the French bal- 
loon manufacturer. 

At first the balloon balked. ‘‘Throw 
out some of the ballast!’’ said Leo Ste- 
vens, who has ballooned it several times. 
A %-pound bag of sand was discarded. 
Still the basket clung to earth. 

Mr. Levee dramatically ‘‘chucked’’

Almost immediately afterward, when 
speaking to Jailer Whitman, he told him 
hat the singing had comforted him. 

At midnight two ministers, who had 
been with him for some time, left him 
after conducting a last service. 

Following the departure of the min- 
isters, Hoch asked for a_ cigar, and, 
lighting it, he disrobed himself and re- 
tired. He did not sleep at once, but 
sat upright in bed, smoking the cigar 
until it burned his fingers. Then he 
threw it away and lay back in bed, con- 
versing with his guards. It was 1 
o’clock before he dropped asleep. 

A few moments before the doomed 
man prepared to retire he called Jailer 
Whitman and his wife to his cell. He 
tried to thank them for their kindness 
to him since he has been in their care, 
but his voice choked, and for a few 
moments he was unable to continue. 
Taking both their hands in his, and in 
a voice which could be scarcely heard, 
he said: 

‘“‘My dear sir and Mrs. Whitman, I’ve 
got a lot to thank you for as best I can 
before my death. You have both been 
so kind to me. You have been almost 
my only friends. I thank you.” 

Jailer und Wife Weep. 

Both the warden and his wife were 
deeply affected by the words of the con- 
demned man, and as they left the death 
chamber their eyes were filled with 
tears. 

Owing to the illness of Sheriff Bar- 
rett he will not be able to take per- 
sonal charge of the execution. Chief 
Deputy Peters will have all of the de- 
tails under his personal supervision. 

Johann Hoch is’ said to have 
had fully 6 wives and to - have 
murdered 14. One of them lived in St. 
Louis. She was Mrs. Mary Becker of 
Gravois avenue. 

Hoch was janitor in an apartment 
house in which H. H. Holmes- murdered 
so many wives in Chicago. Holmes, like 
Hoch, married women with money and 
ended their careers. Hoch occasionally 
went through a form of marriage that 
was not legal. There was no sentiment 
in his marriages. 

Exactly how many women Hoch mar- 
ried nobody knew unless it was Hoch 
himself. He had married so many that 
it is doubtful whether he had kept ac- 
curate tab of them. Marrying women 
was his business. He married them for 
a living. He married each one for what 
money she had and as soon as he got 
the money he got rid of her or left her. 

There was no sentiment about his 
marriages, on his part. About the only 
thing that he ever took exception to in 
the articles published about him was 
the statement that he was a regular 
Romeo. He denied that promptly and 
with emphasis. He declared that he 
was not a Romeo. “I didn't love any of 
my wives,’ he said. ‘‘I have no use for 
women. It was purely a business prop- 
Osition with me.”’ 


“When I found they had money I went 


after that. When I got it I left them. 
They had no charms for me. 


“L always advertised for women over 
45. I found they were easier to separate 
from their money. Flattery was my 
chief stock in trade! You can win a 
woman quicker that way than any 
other.’’ 

It was proven that Hoch was a hyp- 
hotist. This, as well as his flattery 


‘won him his wives.

LIFE GOAL GAINED 
BREWER ENDS LIFE 


Became Melancholy When | 
Wealth, Fine Home and 
Ease Were Won.

Scene of Death Also Scene of 
First Day’s Work 23 
Years Ago, 


Prosperity proved so great a burden 
to Adolph Burkhardt, expert brewer and 
trusted employe of the Phoenix Brewery 
that he fled from the sunshine of a 
spring day, from what all the rest of 
the world deems beautiful and worth 
while, sought the gloom of a dank and 
moldy cave, 20 feet underground, where 
the chill of winter still lingered, and 
hanged himself. 

For 23 years he had made and handled 
beer at the brewery’s plant at Eight- 
eenth street and Lafayette avenue. The 
place where he hanged himself was al- 
most on the very spot where, full of the 
vigor of youth, he had taken off his coav 
and gone to work as a new employe. 

In those davs and for many years aft- 
erwards he was a happy and care free 
as any man in the brewery. What beer 
he could drink was one of his _ per- 
quisites and he tossed it down as jaunt- 
ily as any of his fellows. 

3urkhardt prospered. His wife was 
frugal and the advent of five children 
was regarded as a blessing. Six months 
ago the family by united effort had ac- 
cumulated enough money to build a 
handsome home at 1803 Preston place, 
into which they moved three weeks ago. 


Nothing More to Live For. 


With the achieving of.his life ambl- 
tion melancholy settled on Burkhardt. 
There was nothing more to live for. In- 
numerable financial details and worries 
beset his working and leisure hours. 

Just at a time when all of his fellow 
emploves thought he ought to be the 
happiest man at the brewery he startled 
a little group in the ‘‘Sternewirth’’ two 
weeks ago by telling them that he was 
going to kill himself. 

“O, don’t do it yet,’’ said John Strie- 
bel, his lifelong chum. ‘‘Wait until the 
new brew is tapped. It will make you 
forget your troubles,’’

Some days he did not present half of 
his daily allowance of 40 checks, each 
g00q for a glass of beer.

One of the cases thus briefed is that 
of the issue between Richmond, Va., 
and the R., Ff. & P. Railroad, when, 
respecting all the railroad’s ‘‘vested 
rights’’ in its tracks through the city, 
the City Council forbade it to run loco- 
motives over them on the ground that 
the frequent passage of locomotives 
over streets at grade threatened the 
safety of the community. When the is- 
sue came before the United States Su- 
prme Court it held that Richmond had 
a right to stop the locomotives when 
they threatened public safety and to 
keep them stopped. 

In the issue on grade crossings in 
the City of Hartford, the United States 
Supreme Court decision, which has been 
marked for reference, held that if 
neither the city corporation nor the rail- 
road corporation acted in the interest 
of public safety, the State Legislature 
had full power to intervene and com- 
pel either corporation or both to “lay 
Out new railways and new highways’’ 
for the territory whose safety was thus 
imperiled. 

In a case specially marked because the 
Wabash Railroad itself was party to 
it, the United States Supreme Court 
refused to interfere against the act of 
a City Council on the ground that the 
“Court had no right to inquire whether 
the discretion vested with the Common 
Council of determining the question was 
rightly exercised or what the motives 
' were for making the change.”’

No question seems to be left on the case prima 
facie as it is presented from the standpoint of the 
Civic League. That is, there is no question appar- 
ently left that the law as finally declared and de- 
fined, supplies a Big Stick for legal use in deciding 
authoritatively every point at issue between rail- 
roads and the future of the city, involved in its pos- 
sibilities of growth westwardly. The tracks can 
be put underground in a tunnel through the south- 
east corner of the park, or, if they are moved to the 
wide expanse of unoccupied territory south of the 
park, they may be so deflected as not to touch the 
park at all. 

That is what is presented as the possibility of the 
Big Stick of law used legally. and authoritatively. |

WHY THE PUBLIC IS ROBBED. 

In the report of the Armstrong Investigating 
Committee on the insurance scandals is the following 
significant paragraph: 

Most of the evils which have been dis- 
closed by the investigation would have been 
impossible had there been a vigorous per- 
formance of the duties already laid on the 
department, a vigilant watchfulness in the 


interest of policy holders and a courageous 
exercise of the powérs which the. statute 


confers, 
This is a severe but well deserved criticism upon 


the Insurance Department of New York. It empha- 
sizes the statement oft repeated by the Post-Dis- 
patch that the vigorous and impartial enforcement 
of the laws we have would be effective to guard pub- 
lic interests and would in most cases demonstrate 
that additional legislation and experimental rem- 
edies are unnecessary.

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TWO DEADLY DISEASES. 
The case of David Smith is supposed to be extraor- 
dinary when for the benefit of the public, the physi- 
cians of a St. Louis hospital translate their hospital 
Greek into plain English and say he died of a chron- 
ic ease of the blues.” 

In hospital Greek, the “superinducing cause” of his 
death is “melancholia,” which means the blues, but 
the “immediate cause” “neurasthenia,’ which is 
what nearly everybody dies of. 

This proves medically that the blues may have a 
great deal more to do with dying than most people, 
even most hospital doctors, imagine. 

When a man, especially a well-meaning man, and 
more especially a well-meaning woman, live under 
conditions through which their good intentions seem 
hopelessly contradicted, those good intentions all pave 
the way to the blues. The blues may end in all the 
diseases with Greek names in the hospitla catalogue; 
even if they do not, they end finally in “neurasthe- 
nia.” This in English is “loss of nerve,’ which 
when complete and final, is always fatal. 
Well-intentioned people are victims of blues and 
neurasthenia beyond all others. Unless they “make 
good” for their good intentions, they may be sure 
they will pave the downward road to a final loss of 
nerve. Then the doctor will write “neurasthenia” 
in the death certificate and the mortuary records will 
show that it is one of the most common of all deadly

The Thumb Palm. 

This method of palming is a very safe 
one, and easy of accomplishment, the 
only objection to it being that it holds 
the thumb a prisoner. The coin is held 
between the thumb and forefinger. Then, 
when the motion of throwing is made, 
the coin is slid down between the fleshy

part of the thumb and palm. Fig. 2. 
The Reverse Palm. 


Stand with your palm toward the aud- 
ience. Hold the coin (a small one) be- 
tween the tips of the forefinger and 
the thumb, with the edge lying against 
the side of the middle finger. Now 
pretend to throw the coin in the air 
and as the action of throwing is imitat- 
ed the forefinger is slid over the coin, 
the thumb removed and the coin is thus 
made to protrude at the back, between 
the first and the second fingers, where 
it is invisible to the audience. Fig. 3. 


The French Drop. 


This is one of the most useful pasSes 
in sleight of hand. Hold a coin or any 
article between the forefinger and the 
thumb of the left hand. Then apparent- 
ly take this coin with your right hand, 
but instead of so doing let the coin 
drop into your left palm. Fig. 4. To do 
this so it will not be noticed encircle 
the coin (held between vour left fore- 
finger and thumb) with your right fore- 
finger and thumb. As you do this drop 
the coin into your left palm. The back 
of your hand conceals the coin in the 
act of dropping. Immediately close your 
right hand as if the coin was actually

*‘Ladies and gentlemen, this dollar that 
I hold in my hand looks like an ordi- 
nary coin, but it has some propertie:

I will 
show you, however, that it is not. Be- 
hold, I take the coin in my hand thus 
(apparently take the coin in your right

French drop method. ‘Now watch close- 
ly and you will see that this cédin wil 
go through sdlid bodies as well a 
through thin air. See, I throw 
through my body and catch it back of 
me, thus.’’ Make a motion of throw- 
ing through your body, put your left 
hand behind your back, then bring it 
forth with the coin.

You may vary this 
by saying that “it goes in one ear and 
comes out the other’ (apparently placing 
the coin in one ear and taking it out of 
‘the other).

DR. LUDWIG FULDA 
NOW IN NEW YORK 


Germany’s Great Poet-Dramat- 
ist Cordially Received—Com- 
ing to St. Louis. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—Germany’s 
poet, dramatist and literateur, Dr. Lud- 
wig Fulda, renowned throughout all 
Europe as one of the three foremost 
playwrights of a country where clever 
playwrights thrive, and who will be in 
St. Louis in a few days, is in New York 


to absorb ideas from American writers 
and offer in exchange the dramatic lore 
of Penn ee 

If the United States is to have a ‘“‘lion”’ 
this season, Dr. Fulda seems to be the 
most promising candidate for the place, 
for he has been received with open arms 
by people who will make his visit 
pleasant. His first public appearance 
was at the Waldorf-Astoria Wednesday 
night, where he read from some of his 
best-known works, under the auspices 
of the Germanistic Soclety of America, 
and the enthusiastic crowd which greet- 
ed him there was indicative of his stand- 
ing in literary America. He read pas- 
sages from his poems and plays to an 
audience that constantly asked for 
more, and then he talked informally on 
his work and his first impressions of 
this country. 

Dr. Fulda is a strikingly virile and 
forceful man of perhaps 40 years of 
age. His father was a Jewish coal mer- 
chant in Mentz and Frankfort, and his 
genius is a rare combination of the 
cleverness of his race with the literary 
ability and training of Germany, where 
he has spent his entire life. He is 
ranked with Hermann Sudermann and 
Gerhard Hauptman, fhey comprising 
the “Big Three’’ in German dramatic 
literature, 

The dramatist’s first general introduc- 
tion to the English public was when 
his “Der Talisman’’ was produced in 
London in 184. The play, which is a 
satire on the autocracy of the German 
Emperor, made so great a stir in Eu- 
rope that Emperor Wilhelm refused to 
sanction the award of the ‘Schiller 
prize’ to Dr. Fulda for the best drama 
written during the year. 

“The Twin Sister’’ is another play in 
which the author rose into po ularity 
in London, and has also been the sub- 
ject of some controversy between play- 
wrights, who could not resist the temp- 
tation to “‘lift’’ some of the choicest 
bits from his works.

T0 REBUILD BURNED 
COAL TEST PLANT 


Flames Do $25,000 Damage to 
Government Plant at 
World’s Fair, 


eg 


BRIQUETTES DESTROYED 


Chemist and Engineer Keep 
. Blaze in Check With 
Garden Hose. 


Within five hours after fire destroyed 
two of the five buildings in Forest Park 
used by the United States Government 
in testing coal, Dr. J. A. Holmes, in 
charge of the tests, summoned contract- 
ors to make bids for the building of a 
new plant. 

Work will be begun in a few days and 
the briquette testing: building and. the 
wash and dry house, which were burned, 
will be rebuilt as quickly as possible. 

None of the records of the tests so 
far made was destroyed, as they were 
all at the headquarters in the South Da- 
kota Building. 

The damage to machinery, material 
and buildings is estimated by Dr. 
Holmes at $25,000. Despite tRKe fire the 


The buildings were in the southeast 
part of the World’s Fair grounds on 
the former site of the ‘‘Mining Gulch.” 

The gas plant, electric station and 
chemical works, which completed the 
group, were saved. 

The buildings burned were long, 
one-story frame structures with outer 
coverings of corrugated iron. Several 
tons of briquettes in the testing build- 
ing are still smoldering and it is 
thought that it will be several days 
before this sullen fire is entirely extin- 
guished. 

James King, a fireman, discovered 
flames in the furnace room of the test- 
ing plant shortly after 1am. He 
aroused Frank Roy, night engineer, who 
ran to Forest Park Cottage, a quarter 
of a mile away, and turned in an alarm. 


Fight With Garden Hose. 


On his return Roy aided Julian Tiza, 
observer, and Walter Hempelmann, 
chemist, to play on the flames with 
Small garden hose. In this way they 
kept the fire fairly well checked until 
the engines arrived. 

The firemen were hampered through 
the fact that many of the fireplugs had 
been covered with mud. 

Policemen Gibson, Keatty and Connors 
of Mounted District were sent as a spe- 
citl detail to fing the plugs for the fire- 
men. This delay and the fact that wa- 
ter in the park is only at half pressure 
because of the removal of many of the 
pipes used during the World’s§ Fair, 
caused the fire to gain headway which 
could not be overcome. :

STINSON'S. SLAYER

This man, says Mrs. Saw- 
yer, was an old companion of Stinson’s 
in the mine and worked with him for 4 
years. 

‘“‘He became suddenly wealthy after 
uncle’s death,” she said in an interview 
last night, “and when we began the 
investigation, last month, this fact gave 
us a clew on which to work. Soon we 
found startling evidence. This man had 
in his possession $75,000 of tne bonds 
which uncle owned. Other detectives 
are now watching every move of that 
man and his arrest will be accomplished 
shortly.”’

“We did not have a bridge whist party 
of two days’ session, as reported, and 
the robbery, or disappearence, which- 
ever you choose to call it, did not occur 
at my residence.”’ 

Capt. Langan and two detectives went 
to the Hoyt home and conferred with 
the hostess of the whist party. A cater- 
er’s representative, in charge of the 
front door during the party, voluntarily 
submitted to a search and the Hoyt 
butler, who has been in their employe 
only a few weeks, was examined. He 
took the police to his room and a search 
was made. Mrs. Marston’s chauffeur 
said he diq not find the purses in her 
automobile. 


Robbery Ended Party. 


The whist party, which was for the 
benefit of a charitable institution, end- 
ed when the loss of the purses was 
announced. As a result of the robbery, 


Mrs. Marston and her husband left the 
city yesterday and will spend a few 
days at their country residence on By- 
ram Shore, near Port Chester, N. Y. 

According to the police there were 75 
patrons and patronesses at the whist 
party and on the table where Mrs. 
Marston left her purses there were 
others valued at from $1000 to $3000. The 
puzzling feature of the case to thelde- 
tectives is why Mrs. Marston’s purses 
were taken when others 
value were in sight. 

The names of those present at the 
whist party have not been furnished to 
Capt. Langan. He says he will not ex- 
amine any one of them unless at the 
special request of either Mrs. Hoyt or 
Mrs. Marston. Whether or not there is 
a “Society Raffies’’ in the case, the 
Qaptain is in doubt.

Union Pacific, 


Union Pacific was the strong feature of the 
early trading on the report that plans are 
being wenrked out by the Union Pacific inter 
ests which may result in a distsibution to com 
mon stockholders worth probably as much as 
$35 per share. The distribution wili amount to 
a recognition of the rights of the common 
stockholders to receive and own the divisible 
surplus of Union Pacific. This divisible sur- 
plus, incheding the proceeds of the sale of 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific stocks 
and ‘‘Rights’’ and the net surplus after divi- 
dends for the six months ending December 31, 
1905, are figured to amount to over $P0,0.0,V00. 
The plan, so far as understood, calis for the 
payment of a serip dividend of between 35 and 
40 per cent in Union Pacific, 4 per cent pre- 
ferred stock to holders of the common stock. 
This plan finds favor, as opposed to a direct 
distribution of the cash im hand, for the rea- 
gon that the Union Pacific has need of $75,- 
000,000 or more of cash to carry on the work 
at present outlined for the next two years, 
and to finally take up its share of the Los 
Angeles, Salt Lake & Pacific. It is rTecog- 
nized that strong interest in the common stock 
are preparing to bring suit against the com- 
pany if this distribution of assets is delayed 
over the end of the present fisca) year. For 
that reason the plan of distributing a scrip 
dividend has been in hand for some time and 
is now approaching completion. No time is set 
for its consummation. 


The Money Market. 


The money market shows monetary improve- 
ment, but it is thought that any active bull 
speculation would quickly bring about an up- 
turn in interest rates. The demand for funds 
in the interior cities of the country is in- 
creasing, and this is forcimg New York bank- 
ers to borrow money abroad. Up to the pres- 
eit writing foreigners have been willing lend- 
ers, ‘but it is doubtful whether the inflow can 
contfmmue much longer. Borrowed money for 
speculative accounts has a eudden way of 
being wanted at the most inopportune time, 
and usually only temporarily adjusts the sit- 
uation. Sterling exchange continues firm and 
any sudden decline in {nterest rates will be 
inducive of gold exports. Consercuently it is 
seen that the movement of funds backward 
and forward between New York and foreign 
centers is really not having a material effect 
on the general monetary situation. The banks 
have lost to the subtreasury since Friday,
